17 OTHER NOTABLE FEATURES OF BUILDING OR SITE (interior and/or extertor) 


The three-bay facade has a central segmental-arched entry with diamond- 
pane sidelights. Like the entry, windows on front and side elevations 
are segmental-arched with banded borders of yellow brick; those on the 
front are oversized; all are fitted with l-over-1 sash. Walls are 
laid up in common bond. The main roofline is extended to form a full- 
width front porch. Porch aprons and piers are of brick. Segmental- 
arched openings in the aprons are bordered in banded yellow brick. 
Porch piers and pilasters are also of yellow brick; the latter form 
quoins at the front corners of the house. The porch stairs are red 
brick with randomly-placed yellow bricks. The front of the porch is 
treated as a single shallow-arched opening with a shingled valence; 
narrower arched openings are found at the sides. The roof features 
plain exposed rafters, wide overhanging eaves, a plain (continued) 


DESCRIPTION (Continued) 


This house is one of three adjacent houses built on land purchased in 
1916 by John Ahrenberg, an employee of American Paper Goods. It 
passed through a number of owners during the 1930s. It is histor- 
ically significant as a good example of the type of housing built for 
Berlin residents of modest means before the Great Depression. 
Architecturally, it is significant as an unusually elaborate and well- 
preserved example of the Bungalow style, one of the early 20th 
century's most popular domestic building types. Like most bungalows, 
this house is modest in scale, and features a main roofline extended 
to form a full-width front porch. The roof dormer, designed to 
create useful space in the attic story, is another typical feature. 
The Bungalow style was heavily influenced by the Arts and Crafts 
movement, which emphasized the creation of a picturesque appearance 
through the use of varied architectural materials. (continued)

face rafter, and kneebraces with diamond-pointed heads. Centered 

above the porch is a single large gabled roof dormer with a triple 
window, and a shingled face; the roof treatment is similar to that of 
the main roof. Right and left elevations have semi-hexagonal bays 

with shallow-pitched roofs. Ground floor walls are of brick; the second 
floor is clad in shingles. On the left, a brick chimney projects 
through the eaves. The rear corners of the house are decorated with 
yellow brick quoins.

This influence can be seen here in the contrast between the brick 
first story and the shingled attic story, in the exterior brick 
chimney, in the extensive use of contrasting yellow brick, and in 
“framing” elements like the braces and exposed rafters. This is 
one of the best Bungalow houses in Berlin, both in details and 
in its state of preservation.
